De.4R  Sir  : — In  reply  to  your  letter  of 
the  9th  inst.,  1  answer  that  I  suppose  it 
was  the  intention  of  the  law  regulating 
the  duties  ot  County  Treasures  to  make 
these  officers  the  collectors  of  school 
taxes  of  every  discription  as  in  Ohio. 

But  section  eight  ot  the  school  law  as 
amended, was  subsequently  enacted,  and 
reads  as  follows : 

All  district  taxes  levied  or  assessed  in 
any  one  year  shall  bo  contained  in  one 
and  the  same  tax  list,  and  shall  be  as- 
sessed by  tho  Trustees  upon  all  property 
in  the  district  according  to  the  valuation 
thereof  made  for  the  last  assessment  of 
county  taxes,  ihe  tax  listshall  contain 
the  names  of  all  taxable  persons  in  the 
district,  a  description  and  valuation  of 
each  parcel  of  land  and  the  valuation  of 
pesona)  propeity  to  bo  taxed,  and  the 
amount  of  tax  levied  on  the  same.  Said 
list  shall  be  prepared  by  the  trustees, 
who  shall  annex  their  warrent  command- 
ing the  clerk  to  collect  tho  several  sums 
therein  mentioned  from  the  persons 
named,  and  to  report  the  amounts  col- 
lected on  or  belore  a  day  mentioned 
therein  to  the  trustees  of  said  distric:. 

The  district  clerk  shall  receive  the  tax 
list  prepared  as  herein  provided,  and 
shall  proceed  to  collect  the  same  in  the 
same  manner,  and  with  like  power  and 
authority  to  inforce  the  collection  there- 
of as  is  or  may  be  conferred  on  the  col- 
lectors of  county  taxes.  He  shall  report 
the  moneys  collected  as  commanded  in 
the  warrant  annexed  to  said  lists,  and 
shall  return  his  delinquent  list  to  the 
county  treasurer,  making  oath  that  he 
had  not  after  the  most  diligent  inquiry, 
been  able  to  find  any  goods  or  chattels 
belonging  to  the  person  liable  to  pay 
such  taxes  whereon  he  could  levy  the 
same.  And  the  county  treasurer  on  re- 
ceiving such  delinquent  list  shall  proceed 
to  enforce  the  collection  of  the  same  by 
sale  of  lands  or  otherwise  as  is  or  may  be 
provided  by  law  for  the  collection  of  da- 
linqnent  taxes  ;  provided,  that  the  clerk 
before  proceeding  to  collect  such  tax 
shall  execute  a  bond  with  one  or  more 
sureties  to  be  approved  by  the  trustees 
in  twice  the  amount  of  the  tax  assessed, 
conditioned  for  the  faithful  performance 
of  his  duties  as  collector,  and  the  proper 
payment  of  moneys  collected,  and  that 
upon  a  V  le  of  the  district  five  per  cent, 
may  be  added  to  the  amounts  assessed 
and  retained  by  the  clerk  as  compensa> 
tion  for  hia  services  in  coUeciing  tbe 
same. 


During  the  administration  of  Presi- 
dent Jackson,  there  was  a  singular  young 
gentleman  employed  in  the  public  ser- 
vice at  Washington.

plant.  Insect  ravages  are  principally 
committed  during  the  night  or  very  early 
in  the  morning,  so  that  duing  mi  1-day 
the  young  vines  may  bo  safely  exposed 
to  the  sun  and  air. 

If  the  preparation  of  the  box  covering 
hhall  have  been  neglected  until  the  vines 
have  begun  to  spread  so  as  to  preclude 
its  use,  it  will  be  vcrv  difficult  to  dcsirnv 
the  bugs  or  prevent  their  attacks.  A 
sprinkling  of  sulphur,  ashes,  fcc,  while 
the  dew  is  on.  has  been  recommended, 
but  as  the  ravages  are  usiia'ly  committed 
on  the  nuiler  side  of  the  leaf,  none  of 
these  remedies  are  entirely  efficient.  In 
.such  a  case,  it  is  well  to  water  the  olants 
wilh  manure  water  and  other  fertilizers, 
which  will  pu^h  them  forward  with  a  rap- 
id and  vigorous  growth. 

Under  the  head  of  a  defective  cultiva- 
tion, it  may  be  well  to  remark,  that,  in 
most  cases,  too  many  sets  are  allowed  to 
attempt  maturity.  It  is  better  to  pinch 
ofl'  such  of  the  ilowers  as  appear  late,  and 
thus  give  to  a  few  melons  the  whole 
force  of  the  vine.  Indeed,  the  vines 
themselver  are  often  pinched  back  with 
advantage  to  the  fruit. —  Wisconsin  Far- 
mer.

Death  of  Theodore  Parfecr. 


I.v  the  great  Iiopublican  Wigwam  at 
Chicago,  in  full  view  of  the  audience, 
there  was  suponded  a  portrait,  in  mour- 
ning, of  the  late  Senator  Broderick  of 
Calitornia,  with  his  dying  words  beneath 
it  :  "Tltey  have  killed  me  because  of  my 
opposition  to  Slavery  and  a  corrupt  Ad- 
ministration .'"  It  was  a  perpetual  ser- 
mon which  made  its  impress  upon  every 
beholder. 


Forty  hard-fihteil  laborers  of  the  1st 
ward  in  the  city  of  New  York,  left  the 
Democratic  ranks,  a  night  or  two  ago, 
and  came  out  for  tho  "Kail-Mauler"  and 
"Carpenter"  ticket.

The  following  is  an  extract  from  a 
private  letter  to  Professor  Newman,  da- 
ted i-'lorencc  May  11,1800, which  appears 
in  the  Lon<lon  papers  :

Our  dear  suffering  friend,  Theodore  Par- 
ker, died  yesterday  evening.  Yet  there 
was  never  an  easier  e.id  to  a  life  but  late- 
ly full  of  vigor.  I  saw  him  about  three 
hours  peforehe  died,  lying  calmly,  while 
life  was  ebbing  away  unconsciously  to 
himself.  He  left  written  directions  for 
his  funeral,  limiting  to  five  persons  the 
attending  him  to  the  grave,  of  whom  J 
am  one.  ^^•^ny  Americans  hero  are  ix- 
pressing  their  wish  to  appear  as  mourn- 
ers ;  but  it  is  thuoght  right  to  abide  by 
his  instructions.  He  desired  the  eleven 
first  verses  of  tho  Sermon  on  the  Mount 
(the  blessings  of  Jesus)  to  be  reail 
his  grave  ;  and  then  a  plain 
giey  stone,  with  his  name  and  age  and 
nothing  further  of  inseription.  Mr.  Cun- 
ningham, a  Boston  Unitarian  minister, 
will  read  the  passage.  l^Q  is  a  sincere 
friend  and  admirer  of  Parker's.  We 
hope  to  get  a  cast  taken  of  Mr.  Paaker 
to-day.  Mrs.  Parker,  his  poor  gentle 
wife,  has  hitherto  bourne  up  well.  Miss 
Stevenson,  who  has  so  long  resided  with 
them,  was  also  with  him.  to  the  last. 
She  thinks,  from  the  peculiar  tenderness 
of  his  manner  yesterday,  that  ho  knew 
that  he  was  dying.  He  had  been  dreamy 
for  some  days,  and  talked  dream  ugly  of 
two  Theodore  Parkers,  one  here,  and 
one  planted  in  Boston,  who  would  finish 
his  work  ;  perhaps  a  true  thought,  only 
raystica'ly  expressed.  Among  his  last 
well  connected  words  were  those  :  'Of 
course  you  know  that  I  am  not  afraid  to 
die,  though  I  wish  to  live  and  finish  much 
work  which  I  longed  to  do.  I  had  great 
powers  committed  to  me,  and  I  have 
but  half  used  them.'  " 

"Since  writing  this,  "I  have  seen  hiir 
lying,  O,  60  peacefully  !

'Y'es    sir,'  said  the 
boy.     'Then  let's    shake    hands ;'    and 
they  began  greeting  hira  so  warraly  as  to 
attract  the  yonger  one's  attention,    who 
stood  silently  at  the  opposite  gate  post, 
and  he  sang  out,  'I'm   a   Lincoln,  toe  :'

We  find  in  the  St.  Louis  Democrat  of 
a  recent  date,  a  long  letter  from  Hon.  Ed- 
ward Bates,  of  Missouri,  to  Hon.  0.
